VILEGES OF THE LOCAL CHURCH 
CAREFULLY SAFEGUARDED?" 

The answer to this question is an 
emphatic and unequivocal "YES!" Par- 
agraph 21 of the constitution states, 
"The autonomy of the local church is 
inherent and modifiable only by its 
own action. Nothing in this constitu- 
tion and the by-laws of the United 
Church of Christ shall destroy or lim- 
it the right of each local church to 
continue to operate in the way cus- 
tomary to it; . . . " 

Without hesitation I assure each lo- 
cal church it has nothing to fear in 
the constitution of the United Church 
in respect to its rights, privileges and 
autonomy. I urge our churches to vote 
approval of the constitution.

STUDY GROUP MEETS 
A Study Group, using Robert Spike's 
little book, "In But Not of the World," 
was begun Sunday night, August 14, at 
the First Congregational Church, 
Knoxville.
